






Grantham Woods still an 
Issue of Monaghan Twp.

Monaghan Township 
Supervisors. Chairman Jacob J 
(Tottenham, Vice Chairman R 
Wayne Miller amJ Lloyd R 
Penun agreed at the November 
Board of Supervisors monthly 
meeting to continue to allow Mr 
G. Thomas Miller to represent 
Monaghan Township in an appeal 
from Upper Allen Township 
Zoning Hearing Board's decision 
granting a special exception for 
the erection of Grantham Woods 

The Monaghan Township 
Board of Supervisors went on 
record at their February 5. 1990 
meeting as formally opposing 
re zoning efforts or Upper Allen 
Township in regard to Grantham 
Woods 

Township residents have 
actively opposed the $22 million 
retirement center since 1985 citing 
environmental concerns such as 
high density in a watershed area. 
Also, unresolved fire and police 
safety conccras and the rigorous 
demands that would be placed on 
Monaghan Township's roads 

In other business, Larry 
Rhone, Planning Commission 
Chairman, presented the board 
with the R Myers subdivision 
and planning module. The plan is 
for a two (2) lot subdivision 
along S Grantham Road. The 
Board voted lo accept the 
Planning Commissions 
recommendation and approve die 
plan. 

TTic Board voted to deny die 
first Ski Rnundlop .subdivision 


and planning module as presented 
which was for a three (3) loti 
along E Ml Airy Road The 
denial came when Chairman 
Rhone informed the Board of 
their intent to resubmit a new 
plan 

Attorney Steven Fishman, 
representing the Audubon Mobile 
Home Park, asked the Board of 
Supervisors for an extension till 
June 30. 1991, lo build a Well 
house Fishman also stated that 
complete improvements to the 
mobile home park would all be 
made by June 30,1992. Fishman 
cited Department of 
Environmental Resources 
changes in regulation for the 
owners exceeding the five (5) 
limitation on permits 

Chairman Cottenham 
informed Fishman that the Board 
would discuss the matter with the 
engineer and deferred any 
decision until the next meeting 

In other business. 
Secretary/Manager Gregory Spear 
reported that Paul E DeBuigne 
has resigned as Township 
representative for the Northern 
York Recreation Project Any 
township resident interested in the 
position is asked to contact Spear 
at the Township building. 

Secret ary/Man a per Spear 
reported that for the month of 
October, die Carroll Township 
Police Force answered thirty-one 
(31) complaints in Monaghan 
Seven (7) criminal complaints 
were cited with a total of $943 04

$1000 Reward offered 
in RV Break-ins 


Recent break-ms at two area 
recreational vehicle dealers have 
prompted the Pennsylvania 
Recreational Vehicle and Camping 
Association (PRVCA) to oflcr a 
$100 reward for information 
leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the person or 
persons responsible According to 
PRVCA President Larry Mcllott, 
the association is deeply 
concerned that the thieves may be 
targeting RV sales centers as 
"easy prey The association is 
offering the reward in hope of 
aiding in the apprehension of the 
intruders. 

Early in the morning of 
October 28. 1990. nine motor 
homes were stripped of their 
expensive electronic equipment at 
Etnoycr's RV World in Dillsburg. 
The Etnoyer dealership in 
Highspire was hit, on a smaller 


scale, this past summer. 
Grumbinc's RVs in West 
Hanover Township, Dauphin 
Center had seventeen units broken 
into in August Authorities say 
there arc similarities in the 
Grumbinc's and Etnoycr's 
incidents. Loss of equipment and 
damage estimates from the two 
break-ins totals nearly $50,000. 

Anyone with any information 
regarding the break-ins at either of 
the Etnoyer locations or 
Grumbinc's is asked to contact 
the Pennsylvania State Police, 
Troop H in Harrisburg at 787- 
7777, extension 18.
